A Force  of  Our  Diggers  at  Work. 

Our  Method  of  Handling  Insures  Plants 
That  Are  Strong  and  Healthy 


Our  Plants  Fresh  Dug.  The  illustration  above 
shows  a force  of  our  diggers  at  work  in  one  of 
our  Strawberry  fields,  where  the  plants  are  dug, 
counted,  and  tied  in  bunches  of  25.  Plants  dug 
in  the  forenoon  of  each  day  are  gathered  at  noon 
and  packed  in  the  afternoon.  Those  dug  in  the 
afternoon  are  packed  that  evening  and  the  next 
morning.  Thus  your  plants  are  on  their  way  to 
you  in  from  twelve  to  eighteen  hours  after  they 
have  been  dug.  We  believe  that  this  is  as  quick 
or  quicker  than  any  other  method  and  is  certainly 
the  best  for  the  plants. 

Our  Plants  Grown  for  Plants  Alone.  Our  fam- 
ous Strawberry  Plants,  grown  on  virgin  upland 
soil,  and  grown  for  plants  alone,  are  the  big 
money  makers  and  by  far  the  most  satisfactory 
in  the  long  run.  Everyone  of  our  propagating 
beds  are  grown  for  plants  and  plants  alone. 
Some  concerns  attempt  to  secure  fruit  as  a by- 
product of  their  propagating  fields.  When  this 
practice  is  followed,  only  the  outside  edges  of 
the  row  are  removed  and  sold,  the  centers  being 
left  for  fruiting  purposes.  By  that  method  the 
customer  receives  only  the  end  runner  plants — 
the  last  ones  formed,  and  naturally  the  smallest 
and  most  poorly  rooted.  In  our  fields,  under  our 
method  of  digging,  these  end-runner  plants  are 
entirely  discarded,  and  the  plants  used  for  filling 
our  orders  are  taken  from  the  very  center  of  the 
row,  every  plant  large  and  strong,  fully  developed, 


and  ready  to  make  a quick,  sturdy  growth  for  the 
planter. 

Our  Fertile  Virgin  Soil.  Our  Strawberry  plants 
are  grown  on  soil  that  has  never  grown  Straw- 
berries before.  We  do  not  say  as  many  others, 
that  we  clear  a fresh  patch  of  new  land  for  our 
Strawberries  each  year.  That  statement  is  mis- 
leading. There  is  no  nursery  in  this  country  that 
can  or  does  follow  this  practice.  When  new  land 
is  broken  up  it  is  loose  and  filled  with  roots  of 
ferns,  trees  and  wild  bushes  of  all  kinds  and  is 
broken  up  into  innumerable  small  hills  and  val- 
leys. This  land  must  first  be  planted  to  corn,  or 
some  cultivated  crop  and  be  well  harrowed 
throughout  the  season.  In  the  Fall  when  the 
corn,  for  instance,  has  been  cut  the  land  is 
plowed,  harrowed  and  left  through  the  Winter  to 
settle  and  become  firm  enough  for  the  successful 
growth  of  small  fruit  plants  of  any  kind.  Our 
Strawberry  beds  are  all  planted  on  the  most  fer- 
tile soil  available,  well  manured,  fertilized,  and 
one  that  has  had  some  green  legume  crop  plowed 
under  the  previous  Fall  if  possible.  Rye  and 
vetch,  and  buckwheat  are  our  main  legumes. 
This  method  grows  plants  superior  to  any  other, 
which  you  will  admit  after  receiving  one  of  our 
shipments.

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Spraying.  A plant  that 
is  continually  attacked  by 
insects  or  affected  with 
fungous  diseases  will  be 
small  and  weak.  That  is 
why  our  sprayers  are  kept 
going  continuously.  We 
prevent  diseases  in  our 
fields  by  careful  sprayings 
with  our  Tirrell  Sprayer  (shown  above)  through- 
out the  entire  season.  The  fields  are  thus  kept 
clean  and  the  insects  driven  to  other  haunts  or 
killed.  Our  spraying,  coupled  with  the  careful 
roguing  of  all  stock  assures  you  that  the  stock 
shipped  you  will  be  as  free  from  diseases  as  it  is 
possible  to  make  them. 


Mulching.  None  of  the  plants  that  we  grow 
and  carry  over  the  Winter  are  mulched.  We 
grow  only  vigorous,  hardy  varieties  and  they 
are  left  to  hold  their  own  against  Nature,  which 
practice  makes  them  more  vigorous  and  hardy 
than  those  mulched.  Some  nurseries  grow  straw- 
berries on  land  that  heaves  during  the  Winter 
unless  protected,  but  our  land  is  specially  adapted 
to  stand  Winters  of  this  kind  and  therefore  the 
extra  labor  and  expense  is  eliminated.
